CITIZEWS :—I have not been able to accept 


any of your invitations', but I have not been 
neglectful of your interests in the great snb- 
jectswhich absorb your attention, as the pub- 
lic press has fully shown. I have been able 
from this place to shed light over the Union 
on the question both of the road and of Ne- 
braska, which must have its effect upon all 
candid and disinterested minds. That expe- 
dition of Beale and Heap, and that map of 
Indian cessions nnd reservations in Nebraska, 
have flowed from my labors at this place and 
tlney are decisive of the two great questions 
which interest you. The map shows that 
the greater part of Nebraska is free from In- 
dian title, uud as free for settlement as any 
lands to which the Indian title has been ex- 
tinguished ; and much more free than other 
parts in which the Indian title' was never 
entinguished, (as in New Mexico, Utah, Cal- 
ifornia and Oregon,) and in none of which is 
there any talk of driving off the settlers, or 
suing them for trespasses. The letters from 
Beale and Heap, show that the route is all 
that Fremont and Leroux described it to be, 
nnd that the pusses through the mountains 
are various and easy—a choice of several at 
each mountain—and all good, practicable for 
wagons and_carriages, in a state of nature, 
and abounding with wood, water, and soil 
for cultivation, and only wanting the hand of 
the farmer to make fine settlements. 


The explorations of Fremont left but two 


sections of the central pnrts of our continent 
between the Mississippi and Pacific to be 
examined—one from the mouth of the Huer- 
fano to the east fork of the great Colorado, 
(commonly culled Grand river,) and the oth- 
er from the meadows of Santa Clnni to Ow- 
en's river, and nt the eastern base of the 
Sierra Nevada. 


Tho first of these sections has been well 


explored by Beale and Heap, and the better 
on account of the accident at the Grand river 
fork. That accident detained Beale himself 
three weeks, which he spent, not in idleness, 
but in hunting with the Utah Indians, who, 
though at war with the Mormons, and at first 
disposed to attack him, soon yielded to his 
ascendant over the savage mind, and hunted 
and explored the country with him every 
day. It also turned Mr. Heap back toTuos, 
and gave him a double trip across the inter- 
vening country, (a distance of 400 miles,) 
which he improved to vary the route, and by 
the direction of Indians went through anoth- 
er pass, nearly as good as the Coochatopo, n 
day's travel shorter, and through ngood coun- 
try for settlement and cultivation. The only 
impediment on this route is the swelling of 
the streams in the spring when the anoyv 
melts; but that is only for a short season, 
nnd will be obviated by ferries as soon as tho 
travelling begins- on the route. 


^ The second section, from the meadows of 
Santa Clara to Owen's river, at the base of 
the Sierra Nevada, near Walker's Pass, was 
not examined by Beale and Heap.but has been 
well traveled by the iXormons and emigrants, 
and that section proved to be alt that it was 
believed to be by Fremont. 
It is a most im- 


portant section of the road, going nearly west 
to Owen's river, thereby cutting off the large 
elbow which the Spanish trail makes down 
to tho southwest, and also getting clear of the 
great sandy desert on the Mo-hah-ve, and 
the Lower Colorado, and in place of-it, going 
through a succession of fertile vallies, welt 
watered and grassy, and abounding with for- 
ests of fir, cedar, pine, and other growth, and 
getting to Walker's Puss in about half the 
distance. 


Fremont fixed the points astronomically, 


and found Carson's river and lake only about 
four and a half degrees of longitude west of 
Santa Clara (about 250 miles), and the Inti- 
tude_of 37i cutting both places, that is toeay, 
passing through the meadows of Santa Clara, 
and cutting the river about the middle, 
whose course is nearly from north to south, 
and emptying into n lake of its owo. This 
discovery completes all that was wanting on 
the Central .Route. It gets rid of the sandy 
desert on the Mo-hah-ve, and in place of a 
desert, gives fine vallies for cultivation and 
settlement, and very mild in climate, the 
ground being without snow even in January. 
We are now able to say that there may be 
continuous and broad settlements on this line 
from Missouri to California.

please in the Utah and Pah-Utah country, 
without extinction of Indian title, and with- 
out objection from the Government ; but I 
prefer to follow the old policy of buying 
from th» Indians, as being more just in it- 
self, and more for the peace and safety of 
the settlers. I shall endeavor to get this 
done this winter. 


The settlement of Nebraska is now one of 


the largest objects which should occupy the 
attention of tha Federal Government. Its 
settlement is necessary in a military point 
of view, HS connecting and consolidating our 
settlements ou both sides of the Rocky 
Mountains, and furnishing volunteers to as- 
sist to defend our Pacific possessions. — 
The settle men t of that territory is the lar- 
gest, cheapest, and most effective military 
preparatiou which the Government can make 
for the defense of Oregon and California, nnd 
New Mexico, and for keeping nil the Indi- 
ans in order in tho interior of our continent. 
The settlement of the territory is also ne- 
cessary in a commercial and social point of 
view, as being essential to to the communi- 
cations between tho Mississippi valley and 
the Pacific States and Territories, and es- 
sential both to the construction and preser- 
vation of roads of nil kinds. It is now open- 
ed to settlements so far ns the Indians are 
concerned, always except the reserves and 
grants to particular tribes, which are sacred, 
and not to be entered except by Lillian per- 
mission. In conclusion, I have to say that 
the immndiato settlement of Nebraska, and 
on the pre-emption principle, is now a great 
national object as connecting itself with the 
national defences, and the national commu- 
nications of our remote dominions, and that 
the territory ought to be established as soon 
us Congress meets.

If there were no sinister or selfish influ- 


ences at work, I should consider the location 
of the road to be fixed in the public mind, 
nnd the central route the unanimous choice. 
But unfortunately, that is not the case. A 
sectional road, partly through Mexico, and 
over a country in which, Kit Carson says, a 
wolf could not make his living, seems to have 
become the fixed determination of the South, 
and a company, with a charter for one hun- 
dred millions tins adopted the same line for 
the sake of the great land grant which Texas 
makes to it. If the people of the United 
States were to vote upon the two routes, I 
should feel perfectly at ease; but they are 
not to vote upon it; and I know too well the 
effect of organized companies and sectional 
communities, acting upon Congress, to be 
confident of the result. 1 shall do my best 
for the National route; and have already 
done rnuch^in establishing its pre-eminence 
in the candid public mind. 


The winter survey of Fremont is all that 


is now wanting to answer tho last objection, 
and to show the central route to be passable 
in the winter as well as the summer, and by 
nil sorts of vehicles. It is, in fact, wonder- 
ful that nature should have made so fine n 
country for roads and settlement through the 
heart of ^ our continent, and almost on a 
strnight line; and while nd mi ring this prov- 
idence with grateful hearts, we have to re- 
gret thnt selfish and sectional feelings should 
turn the back upon it, nnd try to carry usout 
of our country and through deserts, to get to 
our own possessions on the Pacific coast. 


In the year 1824 I got an act passed to 


have a road marked cut from the frontier of 
Missouri to New Mexico,-(the same that fans 
been traveled ever since.) and to, hold treat- 
ies with the Indians on the way, and to con- 
ciliate their good will and friendship. 
Wo 


want the same thing done now, and upon a 
larger scale, from the frontier of,Missouri to 
the California State line. A good wagon 
road should bo made, and made at once, in 
the course of tha ensuing summer, the small 
streams bridged, and ferries (with die bene- 
fit of the pre-emption right) would be im- 
mediately established at all the larger ones. 
The Indian title should be extinguished 
where unnecessary, nod the pre-emption 
system universally established. We want 
some extinctions of title from the small 
tribes Be r our frontier, and as there is an 
appropriation for that purpose, and many of 
the tribes are anxious to sell, and the Com- 
missioner is now there to treat with them, 
we may suppose that much will be immedi- 
ately done. For tha rest, the Indian title is 
now extinguished up to the head of the 
Kanzas, and high up on the Arkansas, to- 
wards Bun's Fort, and the principal treaty 
now wantiog is with the Waft*, to cover the 
country from the Huer&no, oat to Las Vo-
